built fo r their o Yv n retirement. 
Welfare pro v isio ns sho uld l>o the respo nsibility o f 
the natio n as a who le. If it is public po licy to pro v ide 
inco me fo r the disabled, the blind and fo r fatherless 
child io n, well and go o d. But that sho uld lie charged 
against tire Treasury as a charge against all tax pay ­ 
er's, no t against the wo rkers and their emplo y ers alo ne. 
No r sho uld the federal share o f the co st o f Medic­ 
aid lie charged to the So cial Security fund. Medicaid 
pro v ides medical care fo r families unable to pay fo r 
their o wn, irrespectiv e af age. 
Again, why sho uld 
tho se who maintain the So cial Security fund [>ay fo r 
so cial medicine? That, to o , Is a matter o f natio nal 
po licy and sho uld bo financed acco rdingly . 
We are no t lieing fair' to the men and wo men who 
hav e sweated to build up this So cial Security fund fo r 
their o ld age. Wo ro b them with ev ery div ersio n we 
make to welfare clients. 


\\ o men and Alimo ny 


Equality o f wo men bo fo iT the law’ has reached 
such a lev el that there is and sho uld be an equal o bli­ 
gatio n o f the spo uses to share tlreir means when o ne 
enco unters misfo rtune and is in need. That is the 
reco mmendatio n o f a legislativ e co mmittee to the nex t 
sessio n o f the New Yo rk State Legislature. 
It means that wo men wo uld be as liable to pay 
alimo ny to their spo uses, as men are, under the di­ 
v o rce laws o f the state. The mo v e was supix >i*ted by 
a largo majo rity o f the J o int Legislativ e Co mmittee o n 
Matrimo nial and Family Law. The co mmittee was 
co ncerned that a wife with means can thro w o ut o f 
the ho use a disabled husband witho ut means and fo rte 
him to seek suppo rt fix wn welfare. 
A s a matter o f fact, the co mmittee discussed at 
length abo lishing alimo ny alto gether. Its decisio n to 
make either spo use liable was taken without prejudice 
to further co nsideratio n o f whether to abo lish o r 
modify the Yv hole institutio n o f alimo ny . This 
would 
Ire a tragic mov e in deserv ing cases and would pro ­ 
liferate multip le marriages. 
It seems to us that wife-alimo ny sho uld depend o n 
the ages, tho co ntributio ns to the marriage, and the 
ability of each member o f the marriage, as well as 
their indiv idual means. Each case sho uld be decided 
indiv idually , not passed o n in a general way , so that 
injustice is not do ne either party . 


Pro be o f NLKB Needed 


In far to o many instances the Natio nal Labo r Re­ 
lations Bo ard o v er a lo ng perio d o f time has been 
acting as a judicial arm, rather than administrativ e 
arm, o f the Federal go v ernment. Critics charge the 
NLRB has undertaken to declare its o wn co ncepts o f 
desirable natio nal labo r po licy instead o f adhering to 
the concep ts established in Ihy v by Co ngress. 
The hearings to b e held early in 1%8 by the Sen­ 
ate Judiciary Subco mmittee o n separatio n o f po wers 
an long o v erdue. The manner in w hich the NLRB en­ 
forces labor laws has been questio ned many times by 
authorities in the legal pro fessio n. 
According to Senato r Erv in, chairman o f the co m­ 
mittee which will ho ld the hearings, the study will be 
the first p hase o f a general study o f the ex tent to 
which administrativ e agencies ex ceed their 
authority , or interp ret and apply the law in 
inconsistent w ith the intent o f Co ngress. 
Like o ther go v ernment agencies who se functio ns 
are no t challenged, the NLRB has gro wn mo re care­ 
less in adhering to its duly co nstituted functio n. Each 
instance where it has created its o wn law to fit a situ­ 
atio n witho ut challenge, has sei'v ed to cause a sno w­ 
balling effect to the |>o int where members o f the bo ard 
apparently believ e it is their right to embellish the 
law’ to fit their o w n ideas. 
While it is no t the Senate Subco mmittee’s purpo se 
to reco mmend changes in the labo r law o r o ther regu-

riv ed. they found themselv es 
with almost nothing to do. 
Howev er, before the OAS 
staff left Kennedy Airp ort, 
each was instructed to buy 
three bottles of scotch at the 
tax -free airp ort liquor store.

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Superimposed \V elfare 


Criticism of the Social Security compromise bill by 
lil>cral senators centers on its welfare provisions, such 
as the fm vr it puts on the ratio of children from 
fatherless homes who could qualify for welfare. The 
states are thus faced with the option of sterilizing 
mothers or letting children starve or picking up the 
tab themselves for their care. That is not a pretty 
alternative, and we do not propose to tj*y to defend it. 
But it is hardly the point. 'Hie Social Security sys­ 
tem, created as insurance to piovide workers and their 
survivors with modest pensions, and financed by con­ 
tributions ot these same workers and their employers, 
has I*vn loaded with a dozen welfare provisions. It is 
not a question of degrading rules to qualify for such 
welfare, but rather that welfare has Ivon superimposed 
on a system which workers and their employers have 
built for their own retirement. 
Welfare provisions should Iv the responsibility of 
the nation as a whole. If it is public policy to provide 
income for the disabled, the blind and for fatherless 
ehildivn. well and good. But that should Iv charged 
against the Treasury as a charge against all taxpay­ 
e r , not against the workers and their employers alone. 
Nor should the federal share of the cost of Medic­ 
aid Im* charged to the Social Security fund. Medicaid 
provides medical care for families unable to pay for 
their own, invspective af age. Again, why should 
those who maintain the Social Security fund pay for 
social medicine? That, too, Is a matter of national 
polity and should Iv financed accordingly. 
We are not Iving fair to the men and women who 
have sweated to build up this Social Security fund for 
their oh! age. We ix>b them with every diversion we 
make to welfare clients. 


NX omen and Alimony 


Equality of women before the law’ has reached 
such a level that there is anti should be an equal obli­ 
gation of the spouses to share tlvir means when one 
encounters misfortune and Is in need. That Is the 
recommendation of a legislative committee to the next 
session of the New York State legislature. 
It means that women would Iv as liable to pay 
alimony to their spouses, as men are. under the di­ 
vorce laws of the state. The move was supported by 
a large majority of the Joint Legislative Committee on 
Matrimonial and Family Law. The committee was 
comvrned that a wife with means can throw out of 
the house a disabled husband without means and lone 
hun to seek support from welfare. 
As a matter of fact, the committee discussed at 
length abolishing alimony altogether. Its decision to 
make either spouse liable was taken without prejudice 
to further consideration of whether to abolish or 
modify the whole lastitution of alimony. This would 
Im* a tragic move in desemng cases and would pro- 
lilerate multiple marriages. 
Ii mimiis to as that wif e-alimony should dci**nd on 
tho ages. the contributions to the marriage, and the 
ability of each member of the marriage, as well as 
their individual means. Bach case should be decided 
indiv idually, not tossed on in a general way, so that 
injustice is not done either party. 


Probe of NLRB Needed 


In far too many instances the National Labor Re­ 
lations Boat'd over a long period of time has been 
acting as a judicial arm, rather titan administrative 
ann. of the Federal government. Critics charge the 
NLRB has undertaken to declare its own concepts of 
desirable national labor policy instead of adhering to 
the e ncepts established in law by Congress. 
The hearings to Iv held early in 1968 by the Sen­ 
ate Judiciary Subcommittee on separation of powers 
arc 
overdue. The manner in w hich the NLRB en- 
■onev labor laws has berm questioned many times by 
authorities in the legal profession. 
A voiding to Senator Krvin, chairman of the com- 
mi’ *v which will hold the hearings, the study will Iv 
the lust pita** ut a general study of the extent to 
which administrative agencies exceed their statutory 
a;.tho] tv, or interpret and apply the law in a manner 
nconsistent w ith the intent of Congress. 
Like other government agencies whose functions 
ate not challenged, the NLRB has grown more care­ 
less in adhering to its duly constituted function. Each 
instance wheie it has cleated its own law to fit a situ­ 
ation without challenge, has served to cause a snow­ 
balling effect to the {joint where member* of the board 
apparently believe it is their right to embellish the 
law to fit their own ideas. 
While it is not the Senate Subcommittee’s purpose 
to recommend changes in the labor law or other regu­ 
latory statute, the resulting investigation should serve 
to hold the NLRB to a moi** faithful interpretation 
and administration of the laws.

OAS Corruption Pinpointed 
By Whiskey-Smuggling Deal 


WASHINGTON — H o w 
badly 
the 
Organization 
of 
American States 
needs an 
overhaul was indicated by a 
whiskey - smuggling 
d e a l 
which took place just before 
thp historic Summit Confer­ 
ence of Pan-American presi­ 
dents. 
When 
President 
Johnson 
flew to Uruguay for the meet­ 
ing. the OAS also flew 150 
staff members down to help 
handle the meeting. 
Since 
only 20 presidents were con­ 
ferring. the dispatch of 150 
staff members seemed unnec­ 
essary; and when they ar­ 
rived, they found themselves 
with almost nothing to do. 
However, before the OAS 
staff left Kennedy Airport, 
each was instructed to buy 
three bottles of scotch at the 
tax-free airport liquor store. 
It was explained that when 
they 
got 
to 
Uruguay 
the 
OAS would give a reception 
and the scotch was needed 
for that purpose. 
Four hundred and fifty bot­ 
tles 
of 
scotch, 
therefore, 
were 
taken 
into 
Uruguay 
duty free. However, the cock­ 
tail party was never held. 
Presumably the 450 bottles 
of scotch were sold on the 
black market. 
Who got the 
profit remains a mystery. 
The incident highlights the

vealed in the Organization of 
American States. 
It has long 
been riddled vvitn both bu­
